I 
would be queer if Conneetiogs conld thas 
amend, alter and enlarge, or puliify charters 
granted by Louisiana and Texas to local 
roads. If the Federal courts epforce such 
legislation as that the railroad kings could 
easily run rongh-sod over ali the muniments 
of local self-government, as well as of Na- 
tional sovereignty. They could buy up some 
little rotten borough State ke Nevada, and 
obtain all the charters and charter amend- 
ments they would need to run their business 
as they pleased anywhere. 

Huxrixerox's Conneetieut charter, how- 
ever, is chiefly interesting as part of a move- 
ment to swindle the Government out of its 
Pacific road loans and liens, and at the same 
time to build up and fortify agreat consoll- 
dated transcontinental railroad monopoly, 
The men who are in this conspiracy have 
matured gigantic plans and are carrying 
them out step by step. They are securing: 
all the accessible cual lands on the Pacific 
slope, even those in Vancouver and British 
Columbia. This is part of their plan of pre- 
venting wheat ships from setting the coal 
they bring to San Francisco in ballast. By 
a system of special contracts they are trying 
to bankrupt the carrying trade via Cape 
Horn and the Isthmus, and the more quickly 
to secure an absolute monoply ofall trans- 
portation to and from the Pacific coast by 
sea or land, they are preparing te establish 
a line of vessels from New Orleans 
to European ports in connection with the 
Southern Paeific, over which they propose 
to carry wheat and other produets at rates 
which will drive all ships, but their own, 
away from San Franciseo, With power to 
divert traffic to this unencumbered line from 
their other lines, on whieh the Government 
holds a lien for over $100,000,000, they ex- 
pect to defeat all efforts of the Government 
to collect that money, and they expect to 
retain the mortgaged lines without paying 
that debt. 

In furtherance of their plans GouLp and 
HUNTINGTON are working the rage for 
material development in the Southern States 
for all itis worth. They are promising those 
States the most advantageous connections 
with their lines. They are letting in the 
statesmen of that section on the ground- 
floor, giving them profitable positions, prom- 
ising them great eoncentrations of trade at 
Southern sea-ports and manutacturing cen- 
ters, and generally flattering them with 
the notion tnat the great. railroad 
kings of the country are combining 
to make the Seuth henceforth the theater of 
this country’s greatest progress, tle seat of 
its wealth and commercial empire in the 
near future, : 

The North, having waxed fat, shows a dis- 
position to kick against the political con- 
‘trol of these men. They see their op- 
portunity in the undeveloped and poorer 
South, which is now manifesting a geod 
deal of that rage for material progress on 
which Louis NArol zor bullt the Second 
Empire in France. Gou.p and Hunwrime- 
TON find some of their staunchest backers 
among Southern Senators and Kepresenta- 
tives, and the tariff is not the only question 
that threatens the Solid South aud the South- 
ern Demverats with serious divisions. The 
old-fashioned anti-monopoly Demoeracy of 
REAGAN, is uot the Democracy of million- 
aire Demaerats like Brown of Georgia.

ality ot fifty-four millions of the richest 
people en earth. The sun never shone on 
another government that protected life and 
propetty to that extent. During the 
preceding hundred years British gov- 
erpment had planted here less than three 
millions, and all it has done for its half of 
the continent in the last hundred years is 
now visible in the Dominion of Canada. 
The reason for this contrast is the fact that 
during the last hundred years the British 
government has been incessantly engaged 
in putting down riots and rebellions—har- 
vesting the erops from the dragons’ toeth it 


has sown. 

Tux Marquis of Lorne in a Contemporary 
Review article proposes to satisfy the Irish 
Home Rule sentiment by giving Ulster, 
Munster, Leinster and Connaught each 
an elective provincial Legislature 
called a Diet.

A. Bernd 
was on a visit to Miss Lucca pe of Eutaw 
Place, and was only ill a week prior to her 
death. She was a native of Cincinnati, and 
resided with her uncie, Edward Browne, a 
wealthy merchant of that city. About four 
years ago Ferdinand Thompson, a young 
traveling salesman for an extensive notion 
ouse here, met Miss Merrill at a social 
gathering in Cincinnati, and mutual friend- 
Ship resuited. After Thompson returned 
home from his trip the young couple e 
ponded, and after a brief period Miss Fannie 
Thompson, sister of the young man, accom- 
panied her brother to Cincinnati, and was 
for several weeks a guest at Miss Merrill’s 
house. When Miss Thompson and ber 
brother returned the young lady was pre- 
vailed upon to accompany them to this city. 
Miss Merrill had not n here two weeks 
when she was stricken down with small-pox, 
and her death occu s00n r. Owing 
to the nature of thé malady, the funeral was 
a quiet one, and her remains were interred 
in the burial lot of tue Thompson family. 
During Miss Merrill’s illness young Thomp- 
sou was her daily attendant, and it was ouly 
after the most earnest persuasion that he 
could be induced at times to leave her bed- 
side, The young man gave up all business 
pursuits, and devoted his entire time to 
nursing his sick friend. When he was in- 
furmed by the attending physician that the 
patient was beyond recovery the young man- 
was almost frantic, and fears were enter- 
tained that in his frantle moments he wou 
do himself some bodily injury, if not er 
his existence, After her death a strict 
Watch was kept upon his movements, and 
thus itis thought a tragedy was averted. A 
few days after the funeral young Thompson 
left his home. When night came, and he did 
not return, fears were expressed for his 
safety. Ihe next morning at daylight one 
of the grave diggers in the cemetery dis- 
covered Thompson sitting on a bench by the 
side of the grave of bis sweetheart, Mr. 
Heffner, the Superintendent, was notified, 
Ihen it was learned that no one but the em- 
bloyes of the cemetery had entered the 

rounds that morning, and, as it was known 
Thompson had entered by the main gate- 
way during the early part of the afternoon 
before, It was at once evident he had spent 
the entire night in the graveyard. Mr. Heff- 
ner accosted the young man, and was horri- 
fied to find him wholly unconscious of his 
surroundings, and, in fact, bereft of his 
reason. A carriage was obtained and young 
Thompson removed to his parents’ residence, 
where he received medical attention. His 
conduct at times Was so violent a3 to alarm 
the neighbors, andit was decided to send 
him to Spring Grove Asylum for the Insane, 
where he died last July. After his death 
it was ascertained that deceased had left a 
will devising all his interest in his grand- 
father’s estate to his father in trust, the in- 
come to be used in placing over the grave o 
his sweetheart a beautiful monument, a 
keeping the grave decorated with fresh 
flowers. In pursuance of that - bequest the 
elder Thompson has had erected one of the 
most costly ornaments in the above-named 
city of the dead. The grave of Miss Merrill 
has not been a Single day without floral 
tributes.

WARNING FOR DOCTORS, 


Physicians Young and Old to be Made 
to Register With the Board. 

An ordinance will de introduced in the Municl- 
pal Assembly shortly requiring all doctors of 
medicines to re-register. Those who have been 
practicing for less than five years will be required 
to register, and on registering to exhibit a cer- 
tificate from the State Board of Health. Those 
who have been practicing fer more than five 
years must re-register, producing at the same 
time satisfactory evidence that they have been 
practising for that length oftime. This ordi- 
nance has for its object the furtherance of the ob- 
jects contemplated by the State law, which 


pat oe into effect last July, requiring 24 — 
register or re-register. The clerk of the Board 
of Health will be authorized to refuse burial 
bianks to any unregistered physician after thirty 
days from the date of the 8 ot the ordinance, 
It is the intention of the Board of Health to carry 
into full effect the law compelling physicians and 
midwives to report births to the clerk of the 
Board.
